Acvertiſement is neceſſary - And now in regard the preſent State of Our Aﬀaits 
in this Our antient Kingdom,does require, that Our (aid Parliament ſhould Meer 
and Conveer-at, and upon the Eighteenth day of the ſaid Month of Apri/ next 
rocome: We with Adviceof the Lords of Our privy Council, do hereby Ad- 
journ Qur ſaid current Pailiament, from the ſaid Sixth day of 4pril next, to the 
Eizhteenth day of the ſame Month, at which time We are reſolved Our Parlia- 
ment ſhall Meetz Heredy Requiring all the Members of Our Parliamenc, to give 
Attendance at Edinburgh preciſely on the ſaid Day, in the accuſtomed Manner, 
and uncer the Certifications contained in the ſeveral Ads of Parliament, And 
to the effect new Members may be EleRed for ſetving as Commiſſioners in the 
ſaid Parliament for Shires and Burghs, where theſe formerly Elected and Serving 
in this Our current Parliament are deceaſed, We with Advice foreſaid, Require 
the Sheriffs of the Shires, and Stewarts of the Stewartries or their reſpeRive 
Clerks where there are no Sheriffs or Stewarts, Magiſtrats and Council of Burghs 
Royal where the Commiſhoners formerly ſerving for them are deceaſed, to Proe 
ceed and make EleRion and Choice of other Commiſſioners, in the room and place 
of theſe deceaſed, conform to the AAs of Partiament made thereanent, and make 
due Intimation for EleRing the ſaids Members in manner therein-mentioned, who 
are likewiſe (when eleRed) hereby required toattend the ſaid Day, OUR WILL 
IS HEREFORE, and We Charge you ftritly and Command, that incontinent 
theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat-croſs of Edinburgh, and to the 
Mercat-croſſes of the whole Head-Burghs of the ſeveral Shires of this Kingdom, 
and there in Our Name and Authority, by open Proclamation, make Publica- 
tion of the ſaid Adjournment of Our current Parliament of this Our antiene 
Kingdom, from the ſaid Sixth Day of April next, to the ſaid Eighteenth Day of 
the ſame Month, And Ordains theſe Preſents to be Printed, 
Given under Our Signet at Edinburgh, the Twenty Seventh Day of March,
